SAINTS strengthened their 
promotion chances with a 
3-0 win at ten man 
Nottingham Forest. 

Nigel Adkins’ side were in 
control for most of the match 
and took a first half lead 
through Guly do Prado. 

James Chambers was sent off 
early in the second period for 
flooring David Connolly and 
Saints used their numerical 
advantage to good effect as they 
added another two goals 
through Connolly and Morgan 
Schneiderlin. 

West Ham were the only other 
side in the top four to pick up a 
win meaning they and Saints 
remain joint top, now with 50 
points, and have a four-point 
cushion over third-placed 
Cardiff and five over fourth- 
placed Middlesbrough. 

The first shot of the game 
came on four minutes but 
Marlon Hare wood’s attempt to 
volley goalwards from the edge 
of the area as the ball dropped 
out of the air was well off target. 

Dean Hammond produced a 
much better effort up the other 
end four minutes later that

forced Lee Camp into a decent 
save. 

Adam Lallana drifted in from 
the left, squared the ball across 
the face of the box to Hammond 
who took a touch before drilling 
a shot towards goal that Camp 
pushed wide, diving away to his 
right.

The Saints defender redeemed 
himself from the free kick 
which was drilled into the box 
and broke to Harewood who 
looked like scoring before 
Hooiveld’s sliding challenge. 

It proved a pivotal moment as 
Saints went up the other end 
and took the lead on 27 minutes. 

Jack Cork was played in down

There was a flare up in the 
centre of the pitch and a heated 
argument about it that even 
spread to the benches, with the 
two managers and coaching 
staffs debating the decision 
with some ferocity. 

The upshot was Forest switch¬ 
ing to a 4-5-1 formation.

Do Prado had a chance to 
scupper that plan but blasted 
wide after a decent ball in from 
the left. 

The game continued with 
Forest showing very little 
attacking intent as they 
dropped deep.

“The four midfield players 
were outstanding, they 
passed the ball about and 
with Cork and Lallana coming 
off the pocket and the fluency 
of movement was great and 
that was linked in with David 
Connolly who I thought was 
outstanding. 

“He scored a good goal, 

Guly scored a good goal and 
Morgan. 

“I keep saying we’ve got to 
score more goals form mid- 
field and he’s gone and let fly 
and it’s a really good goal. 

“Look at Dean Hammond 
and Corky, they’ve had some 
shots from distance as well.” 


but only picked out Camp from 
the edge of the area. 

Forest made a final change on 
76 minutes with former Saint 
Dexter Blackstock replacing 
Tudgay. 

Schneiderlin didn’t only 
threaten another goal three 
minutes later, he actually deliv¬ 
ered one. 

It seemed like a speculative 
effort as he shaped to shoot 
some 30 yards out but it flew off 
his boot and skipped past 
Camp, diving low to his right, to 
make it 3-0. 

Saints made their second 
change with five minutes 
remaining as Danny Butterfield 
came on for Harding at right 
back. 

By that stage both sides knew 
which way the result was going 
and only some acrobatic saves 
from Camp denied Holmes and 
Hammond. 

Ben Reeves came on for 
Lallana in injury time and got a 
few minutes of action before the 
referee blew his whistle to con¬ 
firm a good Saints win.

with Saints fan Dan Kerins 
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AS FAR as transfer win¬ 
dows go, this one has 
been very quiet so far. 

In terms of deals - 
well, they always seem 
to be left to fairly late 
on anyway - there just 
aren’t the same number 
of potential moves 
being bandied around. 

This isn’t just a Saints 
thing, of course. It 
extends throughout the 
pyramid with very few 
deals in the offing. 

Last January wasn’t 
the most lively either, 
but it did go crazy at 
the end with the Torres 
and Carroll deals which 
quite simply sent the 
world mad. 

I can’t but help but 
think this does provide 
Saints with an open 
goal when it comes to 
bringing in the neces¬ 
sary depth to see the 
side through to April. 

A lack of competition 
in the transfer market 
will mean less chance 
of players’ prices being 
inflated in a bidding 
war - resulting in Nigel 
Adkins getting more 
bang for his buck. 

Now, some clubs may 
ask for big, big cash in 
the first place (see 
Saints’ attempts to sign 
Maynard or Rodriguez 
as examples) but that 
just means a little more 
digging and searching 
needs to be done. 

The majority seem to 
agree that Saints need 
more faces up front 
and out wide and prob¬ 
ably an extra player in 
the centre of defence. 

To improve upon 
players like Lambert or 
Fonte would mean big 
money and quite 
frankly isn’t needed - 
that’s where we need 
cover as we are 
beyond the bare bones 
when they are out. 

A new wide player - 
seeing as Puncheon is 
well and truly out of the 
question it would seem 


- is a key addition, as 
without Chaplow’s ten¬ 
dency to get in front of 
the forwards, creating 
space, our attacks lack 
the bite they had a 
couple of months ago. 

Now, some fans seem 
to think Saints won’t do 
a deal if the media get 
wind of it. That, by and 
large is not the case - 
first off, it makes very 
little difference if a 
potential deal is report¬ 
ed in the gossip pages 
and secondly so many 
people are involved in 
these deals you can’t 
stop everyone from 
saying something. 
People are keen to talk, 
for whatever reason. 

For example, I can’t 
think of one Saints 
signing from the sum¬ 
mer that wasn’t report¬ 
ed in some shape or 
form prior to being 
completed. To cancel a 
deal just because the 
Daily Echo, The Mirror 
or even someone on 
Twitter had written ten 
words about it would 
be cutting off your nose 
to spite your face. 

This doesn’t mean 
every single rumour is a 
serious bid (or even 
true, sometimes people 
just like to try and wind 
you up for some rea¬ 
son) but there is usually 
something in it. 

Which brings us back 
to how quiet it is so far 
this January. 

I’m sure Saints are 
trying to bring in play¬ 
ers - Tadanari Lee 
looks like he has 
potential although I 
refuse to get excited 
about players I haven’t 
seen, after the Delgado 
debacle in 2001 - that 
will provide the extra 
impetus to see us com¬ 
peting for the title in 
April. 

But hey, we’re foot¬ 
ball fans. We’re impa¬ 
tient!

IT IS becoming increasingly 
apparent that Tadanari Lee 
might not be the only striker 
moving to St Mary’s this month. 


The Japanese international, pic¬ 
tured below, is due to officially sign 
for the club this week - but isn’t the 
only forward player on the club’s 
radar. 

Celtic boss Neil Lennon has con¬ 
firmed that Saints have again made 
an approach for the Glasgow side’s 
exciting frontman, Gary Hooper. 

There have even been reports that 
the club have been willing to pay 
£6m for the former Scunthorpe 
player, who worked with Nigel 
Adkins during their time together 
at Glanford Park. 

But Lennon is adamant 
Hooper, who had 
scored 15 times this 
season going into 
this weekend, isn’t | 
going anywhere. 

“There has been 1 
another enquiry for 
Hooper this week,” he 
revealed. 

“But the valuation of that club and 
our valuation is some way off. 

“I’ve no idea if Southampton will 
come back in. But they will get the 
same answer - that he’s not for sale. 

“Goalscorers are priceless. If you 
look at Gary’s record in his time 
here, he’s got a goal in every one- 
and-a-half games. 

“He was one of the leading scorers 
in the Championship. When I went 
to see him he stood out like a sore 
thumb. 



‘Good business’ 

“I think it’s been good business 
and he’s enjoying life here and 
enjoying his football.” 

Saints have been linked with 
numerous strikers ever since the 
summer. 

First there was Billy Sharp, who 
turned down a move south from 
Doncaster after the clubs had 
agreed a fee. 

Then there was the pursuit of 
Burnley’s Jay Rodriguez, when 
Saints were met by stern resistance

from the Clarets, who steadfastly 
refused to sell. 

MK Dons forward Sam Baldock 
was next, but he opted to join West 
Ham instead. 

Before the emergency loan win¬ 
dow closed in November, attention 
turned to Coventry’s Lukas 
Jutkiewicz - a former youth team 
player at Saints. 

But the club were unable to agree 
a deal with the Sky Blues. 

And he is completely off the table 
now, with promotion rivals 
Middlesbrough having completed 
his signing in the last 24 hours, ini¬ 
tially on an emergency loan, before 
signing permanently next week, to 
allow him to make his debut today. 

That leaves Saints beginning to 
run low on options in terms of 
proven Championship scorers. 


Watford’s Marvin Sordell, a play¬ 
er the club have had an interest in, 
remains available, although the 
Hornets are far from keen to lose 
the 20-year-old and it would likely 
take a major bid to prise him away 
from Vicarage Road. 

Unknown quantity 

Lee should sign his contract this 
week, but remains an unknown 
quantity. 

An international for his country, 
and one of the top scorers in the J- 
League last season, means he can 
hardly be short on talent. 

But how dependable he will be in 
his first half-season in English foot¬ 
ball, as he adapts to a new way of 
life, remains to be seen. 

It is certainly a big question mark, 


as Saints look for immediate help in 
their promotion bid. 

It seems clear from the interest in 
Hooper that Adkins would like a 
more proven player on these shores 
to supplement Lee’s arrival. 

That’s hardly surprising given 
how reliant the team has been on 
Rickie Lambert. 

And there have undoubtedly been 
concerns about how effective the 
club’s other strikers have been 
when playing independently of the 
Championship’s top scorer. 

But at least at Nottingham Forest 
today they showed that their attack 
isn’t completely blunted without 
their leading marksman. 

With Lambert serving the second 
match in a three-game suspension, 
for his red card at Brighton earlier 
this month, Adkins opted for the 


pairing of Guly do Prado and David 
Connolly in attack. 

While their lack of playing time 
together meant they were never 
likely to dovetail wonderfully 
throughout the entire match, they 
linked up more than well enough 
for Saints’ purposes. 

Both were in fact involved in the 
opening goal, with Guly firing home 
the rebound after Connolly’s initial 
effort from Jack Cork’s cutback had 
been saved by Forest keeper Lee 
Camp. 

Devastating finisher 

In Lambert’s absence, Connolly 
attracted an increased physical 
presence around him - with Forest 
captain Luke Chambers seeing red 
for a supposed elbow on him within 


minutes of the second half starting. 

Guly had a good chance moments 
later to double the lead, but blazed 
over with his left foot from a good 
position after being picked out by 
Adam Lallana’s low cross. 

Connolly, who has always been a 
devastating finisher, made no mis¬ 
take when he was afforded an oppor¬ 
tunity midway through the half. 

A ricochet off Morgan Schneiderlin 
from Dan Harding’s ball into the box 
found him, and he beat Camp with a 
good reaction effort from close range 
to make it 2-0. 

The goalscoring exploits of 
Adkins’ front pair will have provid¬ 
ed the manager with encourage¬ 
ment that, if he is unsuccessful in 
his pursuit of another striker, he 
has plenty of quality in attack 
already in his ranks.

Doble’s appearance at the Ricoh 
Arena made him the 29th former 
Saints academy player to have 
played a senior first team game for 
the club in the past decade. 

Of those, all but Doble and 
Hoskins have played in the 
Premiership or Football League. 

In addition, Stephens is one of 
two other academy players who 
have appeared for Saints’ first 
team but who had previously made 
their Football League debut for 
another club. 

The other is striker David 
McGoldrick, who played a handful 
of matches for hometown club 
Notts County prior to signing for 
Saints in 2004. 

Saints’ 29-player haul is a huge 


improvement on Pompey’s youth 
system success stories. 

Back in 2001/02, when Pompey 
were in the second tier, they boast¬ 
ed the likes of homegrown Lewis 
Buxton, Shaun Cooper, Rowan 
Vine, Courtney Pitt, Carl Pettefer - 
now skipper at AFC Totton - and 
Paul Waterman. 

Current regulars 

Since then, though, there have 
been very few players to have pro¬ 
gressed from the Fratton Park 
youth squads into the first team. 

Joel Ward and Jason Pearce are 
the only current regulars who are 
homegrown, though Pearce was 
released by the club without hav¬ 
ing played a single game in 2007 
and only rejoined from Cherries in 
a £500,000 deal last summer. 

Previous players who have come 
through the system include Marc 
Wilson, Matt Ritchie, James Keene 
and Marlon Pack. 

Michael Appleton, though, is 


looking as if he is keen to bring 
more youngsters through - in 
stark contrast to the policy adopted 
under Harry Redknapp and other 
managers during the club’s 
Premiership days. 

Academy pair Adam Webster 
and Sam Magri have been included 
in recent matchday squads, though 
both are still waiting for their first 
team debuts. 

In total contrast to Pompey, 
Manchester United continue to be 
the leaders in terms of giving their 
best young players a first team 
chance. 

The statistics below show that Sir 
Alex Ferguson has used about 50 
former academy players in first 
team games since the start of the 
2001/02 campaign. 

The list obviously includes some 
of the most recognisable names in 
British football. 

Say what you like about Ferguson, 
but it can never be held against him 
that he does not fully support youth 
development at Old Trafford.

of Alex Oxlade Chamberlain, and 
the time has come to invest some of 
it to bolster the promotion push. 

The latter part of 2011 has shown 
us many things.

It’s showed us that Adam Lallana 
was rushed back to first team action 
as he’s not the same player he was in 
September. 

It’s showed us you cannot underes¬ 
timate the influence of Richard 
Chaplow in the squad, and that 
Kelvin Davis will be our number one 
choice goalkeeper for quite some 
time. 

But there’s nothing in the last 
month’s worth of results that signal 
any kind of collapse or derailing of 
our promotion bid.

Other clubs can get injuries, 
other clubs can lose players to the 
lure of the Premiership. 

Southampton are not the only 
club to be affected by the 
January transfer window.

Jordan Rhodes would 
be a blinding signing. 

For those of us who 
witnessed his five-goal 
blitz against Wycombe, 
it showed him to be the 
real deal. And, as 
Lambert has proven, 
League One players can 
cut it the Championship 
with no problems.

Nicky Maynard is available 
and also looks an exciting 
prospect. 

The list is sadly not endless, 
though. 

It’s now a case of quality over 
quantity and we should only buy if 
we can improve, or seriously bol¬ 
ster, the squad. 

Panic buying is sooooooo three 
years ago. 

In closing, a warm welcome to 
Tadanari Lee, Southampton’s very 
first Japanese player. 

It took all of ten minutes from the 
announcement of his signing for the 
internet doomsayers to have written 
him off. 

With Japan ranked 19th in the 
FIFA world rankings, I can only ask 
myself if those same doomsayers 
would write off a player from 
Scotland, ranked at 47 or one from 
Wales, ranked at 48? 

Would we question a a player from 
Nigeria, ranked at 43, or a player 
from the Republic of Ireland, ranked 
at 22? 

The truth of the matter is that 
none of us know if Tadanari will be a 
success or a failure. 

His national side is ranked higher 
than many countries of whom we’d 
ask no questions of if we’d signed 
one of their players.

Had United lost at 
their noisy neigh¬ 
bours, Manchester 
City, Ferguson’s

But victory was 
theirs. 

Certainly, 


Ferguson and United, coming 
off two successive losses in the 
Premier League, needed the 
result more than City. 

For City, though, they must 
now say goodbye to the FA 
Cup, which represented their 
first major trophy in 35 years 
when they won it last May. 

The controversial decision of 
referee Chris Foy to send off 
City captain Vincent Kompany 
early on in the match for a 
tackle on Nani has reverberat¬ 
ed throughout the game this 
week.

United keeper, and Andre 
Arendse, the ex-Fulham and 
Oxford keeper, believed it to be 
correct. 

We quickly found FIFA’s 
Rule 12 - Fouls and 

Misconduct - and even then 
still argued in regard to the 
ruling. 

In my opinion, the decision 
was wrong. 

And that view was backed up 
by Tommy Docherty, who 
described the call as a “diabol¬ 
ical” one. 

The injustice was empha¬ 
sised on Wednesday night 
when Glen Johnson’s two-foot¬ 
ed tackle on Joleon Lescott 
went unpunished, to the disbe¬ 
lief of all the City fans at the 
Etihad Stadium. 

With tempers rising, it led to 
an angry confrontation 
between City manager Roberto 
Mancini and Liverpool’s 


Steven Gerrard in the tunnel 
after the game. 

This has highlighted the 
inconsistency of referees in 
the modern game. 

My worry is that the physical 
side of football is gradually 
being eroded. 

Where exactly this leaves the 
game I’m not sure. 

What I do know, though, is 
that come April, if Manchester 
United and Manchester City 
are running neck and neck for 
the Premier League title, the 
second-to-last match on the 
calendar - on April 28 to be 
exact - between these giants at 
the Etihad Stadium will not 
only be the 163rd derby 
between them. 

It will surely match the 
Clasico that describes the 
Spanish rivalry between Real 
Madrid and Barcelona. 


Hail Henry 
the 227th! 

IT TOOK just ten minutes for Thierry 
Henry to stamp his class on his return to 
Arsenal. 

With the Gunners leaving top scorer 
Robin van Persie out of the lineup for the 
FA Gup third round match against Leeds 
at the Emirates Stadium, it needed Henry 
to seal the win. 

Arsenal, as usual, huffed and puffed a 
lot in their efforts to break Leeds’ stub¬ 
born resistance. 

So on strolled Henry to show his team¬ 
mates how to take chances when they 
come their way.

FOOTBALL might well be the 
nation’s favourite pastime but there 
are plenty of reasons to suspect 
that many of its participants are 
overpaid for their talents compared 
to some sports. 

Many members of the public have the 
wrong impression of most footballers. 

On the whole they are a good bunch of 
guys, they do work hard and try, and 
they do not have lifestyles that make 
your eyes water. 

But there is no doubt that, for the hours 
they put in and - aside from the guys 
playing for those sides at the very top - 
for the pressure they endure, they are 
well rewarded, particularly in the top 
two divisions. 

Most people accept that the very best 
players in such a popular world game 
can earn movie star megabucks. And 
who would begrudge Messi or his ilk 
such a salary, given their standing? 

What often sticks in the throat though 
are the fortunes earned by play¬ 
ers with modest ability levels. 

It is emphasised in the 
Premier League of course, 
where the starting wage for a 
senior player is likely to be a 
seven-figure sum over a year. 

Drop down a division how¬ 
ever across several conti¬ 
nental European leagues 
and those amounts may 
dwindle to half of that. 

But then so has your 
standing in the game. 

When you are suddenly 
saying £500,000 yearly 
salaries, probably even more 
for many, are paid to some¬ 
body who might currently 
be, at best, the 2,000th best 
player in the world the mind 
does start to boggle. 

It becomes even stranger 
when you see athletes in other 
sports who appear to have to 
work so much harder to com¬ 
pete at a comparatively 
higher level earn basically |— 


nothing for their efforts. 

The thought crossed Adam Rant’s 
mind once more this week when he had 
the pleasure of a trip up to the 02 Arena 
for an Olympics test event, namely 
women’s gymnastics. 

The fantastic venue was transformed 
as teams and individuals around the 
world competed for the final qualifying 
spots for London 2012. 

To see these incredible competitors in 
action was remarkable. 

In most sports you can at least work 
out how things are done, even if you 
have no chance of being able to repeat 
the skills yourself. That is somewhat 
harder in this sport. 

Having only ever seen top level gym¬ 
nastics on television, and even then not 
exactly had much of an interest, it was 
hard to explain just how remarkable the 
gymnasts were. 

So strong, so supple, so athletic, such 
explosive power, yet contained in tiny 
packages that also boast such grace and 
elegance. 

And so much versatility as the teams 
tackled the different disciplines of the 
vault, the beam, the bars and the floor 
routines. 

It really was quite gripping to see in 
the flesh. 

Of course, the argument for foot¬ 
baller’s salaries, even those 
lower down, will be a capitalist 
one about supply and demand, 
and simple market economics, 
even if many believe the sport 
is operating in an economic 
bubble destined to burst. 

The famous old quote 
‘football is not a matter of 
life and death, it’s much 
more important than that’ 
can be taken out of con¬ 
text to be given some sort of 
literal, almost biblical 
style importance. It’s 
hard to take it too seri¬ 
ously when you see 
what else is out there.

JUST to clear up something 
regarding the debate over various 
two-footed challenges - they are 
coward’s tackles. 

There is hardly a single occa¬ 
sion where a footballer needs to 
run and jump two-footed, leaving 
the ground, to challenge for a 
ball. 

You may feel it is wrong to 
brand all such challenges as 
cowardly, and that might be fair, 
but it’s no more wrong than 
branding them all thuggish. 

They are not all designed to 
hurt an opponent, though that is 
a very real potential conse¬ 
quence. Some managers are 
right when they complain that an 
intent to injure is not in the 
nature of the player who did it, 
but that doesn’t make it right.

Most of these challenges are 
carried out because, in that split 
second of decision making, a 
player wants to try to make sure 
they don’t get hurt. 

Hurtling through the air with 
great velocity and both legs 
extended and together means a 
very slim chance of getting 
injured. Sliding in with one leg on 
the ground leaves that limb, and 
your body, prone. 

The two-footed tackle is a mod¬ 
ern phenomena in the game. 

It would be tempting to say you 
didn’t get it when men were men 
etc. 

But the football authorities are 
correct to have outlawed it and 
they must ensure that the tackle 
itself is removed from the game 
and not just any discussion over 
intent. 

If that means brandishing more 
red cards until teams get the 
message then so be it. 

Big Test 

AFTER a decent and much need¬ 
ed break England get back into 
Test match action against 
Pakistan in the UAE next week. 

They have climbed the summit 
to become world number one but 
there are already signs elsewhere 
that the likes of Australia are 
starting to rise again. 

They say the easy bit is getting 
to the top, the hard part staying 
there. 

The next year is going to be 
England’s toughest test yet.

I gotta step 
up.’’ 

The original Twitter offender, for¬ 
ward Villanueva, then of the 
Milwaukee Bucks, drew the ire of 
coach Scott Skiles when he tweet¬ 
ed at half-time during a game 
against the Boston Celtics.

A Cricket 
Australia spokesman said: “As a 
young player he will be reminded 
that he should not be revealing 
details until the team has been offi¬ 
cially announced.”

“Do I wanna go Hull City NO. Do I 
wanna go Stoke NO do I wanna go 
Sunderland YES so stop f****** 
around, Levy. Sunderland are not

Bent closed down his account 
and apologised after his expletive¬ 
laden rants at Tottenham chairman 
Daniel Levy caused uproar as he 
angled for a move to Sunderland. It 
worked, though, as he completed 
his switch to the Stadium of Light 
soon after. 

5 Tim Bresnan 

“Don’t mind my mates dishing it 
out but who the f*** are you.

A Twitter newbie, Bresnan got 
straight into the swing of things, 
bantering with England team¬ 
mates James Anderson and 
Graeme Swann about his weight.

The hotshot striker bagged 
the only goal as Crawley 
Town knocked

City out of the FA Cup last 
Saturday. 

Tubbs has not stopped scor¬ 
ing since joining Crawley in 
the summer of 2010 from 
Salisbury in a deal which 
manager Steve Evans insists 
was worth a bargain £50,000 
rather than the £70,000 fee 
widely reported. 

With 40 goals in all competi¬ 
tions last year, including 37 in 
41 league appearances, and 
another 17 league and cup 
strikes already this season, 
Tubbs is hot property.

FA proposing shake-up of non-league structure 


THE Football Association are 
exploring the possibility of reduc¬ 
ing the number of Step 5 feeder 
leagues - which includes the 
Sydenhams Wessex League - by 
two. 

With Step 4 now established with 
six divisions (the Evo-Stik 
Southern One South & West and 
Central, the Ryman One South & 
North and the Northern Premier 
One North and South) and 12 pos¬ 
sible relegation places, a review 
group has been charged with 
looking into the possibility of trim¬ 
ming the 14 Step 5 leagues to 12. 

At a meeting held at Burton 
Albion FC earlier this week, an 
example of how the new structure 
might look was presented. 

The example included all current 


Step 5 clubs irrespective of 
whether they complied with the 
appropriate grading criteria. 

The meeting highlighted the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• Every effort should be made to 
establish 12 Step 5 divisions each 
of 22 clubs; 

• To be included, clubs must 
achieve Category F ground grad¬ 
ing by March 31, 2013; 

• All clubs meeting the F Grade 
will be included in the new struc¬ 
ture and, to facilitate this in the 
first season, 2013/14, the number 
of clubs in each division may vary 
between 22 and 25; 

• By adjustments being made to 
the number of relegated clubs 
from Step 5 over the following one 


or two seasons, numbers would 
reduce to 22 clubs. 

All Step 5 clubs have been invit¬ 
ed to attend a series of regional 
meetings, starting at the Thurrock 
Hotel tomorrow (January 15), to 
consider the proposals and have 
any concerns explained to them. 

The review group will also be 
looking at Step 6 (Sydenhams One 
level) in more detail in the coming 
months. 

Rumours are rife that the Sussex 
County League Division One and 
the United Counties League 
Premier have been earmarked to 
be disbanded next season with the 
Sussex clubs being relocated to 
the Kent, Wessex and Combined 
Counties Leagues. 


But Mike Appleby, the FA’s 
leagues and clubs manager, 
stressed that no final decision had 
been made. 

“There are a number of inaccu¬ 
rate rumours circulating and we 
must await the outcome of the 
consultation process before any 
final recommendation is made,” 
he said. 

“Part of the original aim of the 
restructure process was to try to 
equalise the travelling of clubs. It 
is inevitable, therefore, that some 
clubs will find an increase in trav¬ 
el whilst some will see a reduc¬ 
tion.” 

The Sydenhams Wessex League 
are holding a meeting with chairs 
and secretaries to discuss the 
details next Sunday (January 22).

“But you go there now and there 
are only about two people running it 
and no one’s watching them.

“You’ve got to have the money to 
go up and, in this recession, it’s 
hard to see where it’s going to come 
from.

Our revenue 
comes from where it’s always come 
from - the club.” 

While Slade favours a “one step at 
a time” approach for Harlequins, he 
accepts that other people must have 
their say. 

“I’m a democrat and it’s not just 
my decision,” he acknowledged. 
“My vote is one vote, but other peo¬ 
ple will have their opinions and 
we’d also have to ask the players 
how they feel. Do they want to go up 
country for midweek games and 
take time off work? 

“But there’s a long way to go 
in the league yet, so don’t let’s 
try and jump fences before 
they’re there.

NON league football is littered with 
stories of small clubs who tried to 
shoulder their way into the 
promised land of the Football 
League, only to fall flat on their 
faces. 

In recent years, Grays and Histon 
have both come close to winning an 
improbable promotion into League 
2 . 

I use the ‘improbable’ because 
those clubs are not established non 
league ones, in the way many who 
have won promotion to the Football 
League have been. 

I’m thinking of Scarborough, who 
under Neil Warnock were the first 
non league club to win automatic 
promotion to the old Fourth Division 
in 1986/87. 

I’m thinking of Barnet, Wycombe, 
Kidderminster, Cheltenham and 
Yeovil. 

Then there are the clubs who have 
fought their way back into the 
Football League after relegation - 
Doncaster, Carlisle, Exeter, 
Torquay, Oxford, Shrewsbury, 
Hereford. 

Grays and Histon came from the 
lower depths of non league football, 
exploding onto the Conference scene 
in the noughties. 

Despite crowds struggling to 
approach 1,000 at times, both fin¬ 
ished in the play-offs one season. 

Grays even won the 
FA Trophy two sea¬ 
sons running, and 
were a launch pad 
for the likes of 
Michael Rightly, 

Aaron McLean and 
Gary Hooper to kick- 
start impressive 
Football League and, 
in the latter’s case, 

Scottish League 
careers. 

In their first season 
in the Conference, 

2005/06, Grays belted 
94 goals - 48 of them 
away from home - and finished 
third, only to lose in the play-offs. 
Their average league crowd was 
under 1,500. 

Among their squad was current 
Eastleigh striker Jamie Slabber. 

In 2008/09, the equally unfashion¬ 
able Histon, from East Anglia, also 
finished third, also losing in the 
play-offs. Their average crowd was 
under 1,200. 

Both clubs have since been relegat¬ 
ed. 

I mention those clubs, and list their 
average attendances, for the follow¬ 
ing reason... 

In last weekend’s Sports Pink there 
was a fascinating interview, con¬ 
ducted by Wendy Gee, with 
Eastleigh’s new majority sharehold¬ 
ers Stuart Donald and Neil Fox, of 
Bridle Insurance. 

They talked of their dream of 
bringing Football League 
action to the Silverlake 
Stadium, and of creating a 
team which could bring 
crowds of around 3,000 to 
Stoneham Lane. 

I wish them all the best in 
the world, but to realise their 
dream will see a rewriting of history. 

Before I go any further, though, I

achieved at the 


ask this question: Why not 
Eastleigh? 

Surely the south coast can support 
a Conference Premier club? 

Yes, I’m not talking Football 
League at the moment, let’s 
not run before we can walk. 

Eastleigh - currently aver¬ 
aging 494 through the gate in 
the Blue Square Bet South, 
and lying 14th out of 22 in 
DONALD the average crowds table - 
are a club with ambitions 
first and foremost to win promotion 
to the elite division of English non 


league football. 

That should not be considered 
an unlikely dream. 

At present, there are no south 
coast clubs in the Blue Square 
Premier. 

There were two last season, 
but Sussex pair Crawley Town 
(champions) and Eastbourne 
Borough (relegated) went their 
separate ways. 

Crawley, despite running 
away with the title and having 
the largest profile of any non 
league club in modern history due to 


also getting through to the fifth 
round of the FA Cup, only averaged 
crowds of just over 2,500. 

Eastbourne averaged just over 
1,000, though admittedly they 
went down. 

At present, there are no 
clubs in the Conference 
Premier below a line drawn 
from Bath in north Somerset 
to Hayes in West London. 

The only other club south 
of Essex are Ebbsfleet. So, 
as we can see, there is a gap. 
Weymouth, Dorchester Town,

Basingstoke Town, Farnborough, 
Havant & Waterlooville ... these are 
all very well established non league 
clubs who no doubt feel they would 
not be out of place in the Conference 
Premier. 

Indeed, prior to financial prob¬ 
lems, Weymouth and Farnborough 
were there at some point in the 
noughties. 

But the other three have rarely 
looked like taking the bull by the 
horns and making a concerted bid 
for the unofficial Division 5. 

Havant & Waterlooville have been 


treading water in recent years, after 
most people thought they would be 
able to have a real go at promotion 
after their stunning FA Cup run of 
2007/08, which was financially 
rewarding. 

So, to repeat, why not Eastleigh? 

Population-wise, it might not be 
the size of somewhere like Newport 
in south Wales, who still can’t aver¬ 
age crowds of 3,000 in the 
Conference despite having an urban 
population of over 140,000 and a for¬ 
mer Football League fanbase. 

But there is a large hinterland if 


the greater Southampton area is 
included, and then you have the 
Pompey and Bournemouth conurba¬ 
tions either side. 

Whether Eastleigh would ever pull 
in many fans from either of those 
population centres, even if they 
reached the Football League, is 
unknown, though I would suggest 
probably not. 

They would need to realise most of 
their support from the Southampton 
and Eastleigh area. 

Three thousand fans is a lot for a 
non league club without any real 


history - even in a borough with a 
population of around 122,000 (2001 
official Census figure). 

That’s not being disrespectful. 
After all, Eastleigh were a Wessex 
League club only nine years ago 
playing in front of crowds of under 
100 . 

To get where they have done, tech¬ 
nically playing in Division 6 (South), 
is a fantastic achievement. 

They have multiplied their atten¬ 
dances five-fold in under a decade. 

Now the new majority sharehold¬ 
ers want to do the same again, plus 
some. 

The main question mark has to 
be over the crowds Eastleigh can 
realistically pull in, rather than 
how far the club can progress. 

Money, especially if it’s cannily 
spent in the transfer market, is a 
necessity. 

It helps at the very top - hello, 
Manchester City - and it can help in 
non league football. 

But what can’t be as easily grown 
is a fanbase. 

Look at Crawley again. Currently 
top of League 2 in their first ever 
league season, they are still only 
managing an average crowd of just 
over 3,100. 

Those are the sort of attendances 
that Stewart Donald and Neil Fox 
would like to see at Eastleigh one 
day. But an established former non 
league club like Crawley can only 
attract that many after throwing 
God knows how much money at it 
and enjoying phenomenal success. 

I am not wishing to put a downer 
on Bridle’s plans for Eastleigh, far 
from it. I’m just highlighting the 
scale of their ambition. 

Look at some of the clubs current¬ 
ly in League 2 who have recently 
come up from the non league scene. 

Morecambe, Macclesfield, Barnet, 
Accrington ... none of them are 
averaging 3,000. 

Of the bottom 11 clubs in this sea¬ 
son’s League 2 average attendance 
table, ALL of them have played non 
league football since 1999. 

And the only five clubs in the 24- 
strong Conference Premier current¬ 
ly averaging over 3,000 are all for¬ 
mer Football League clubs, includ¬ 
ing Luton Town who top the table 
with 6,168. 

Even north Hampshire club 
Aldershot averaged less than 3,000 
when they walked away with the 
Conference title in 2007/08. 

That was the same season that 
Salisbury City, a far more estab¬ 
lished non league club than the 
Spitfires, averaged around 1,500 in 
their first year at the elite non 
league level. 

Can Eastleigh be bigger than them, 
in terms of crowds anyway? 

Who knows in football? 

Who would have thought, in 
January 2010, that Alan Pardew 
would be managing a side who could 
beat Manchester United 3-0 within 
two years? 

Who would have thought that a 
youngster who hadn’t played a sin¬ 
gle senior game for Saints two years 
ago, Alex Chamberlain, would move 
to Arsenal for around £12m 18 
months later? 

I’ll ask the same question again, 
for emphasis: Can Eastleigh be big¬ 
ger than some current Football 
League clubs, in terms of crowds? 

I hope so, for it would be a great 
south coast success story, and the 
more of those the better. 

It will certainly be fascinating to 
watch them try.

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Inside the Divide 
By Richard Wilson

A widespread sense of indifference 
towards Scottish football has devel¬ 
oped across England over the past 30- 
odd years. 

Where once players for our top-flight 
clubs were regularly sourced north of 
the border (Scottish players are credit¬ 
ed with introducing ‘pass and move’ to 
the English game), nowadays they’re 
much more likely to hail from continen¬ 
tal Europe or beyond. 

Yet while English supporters’ apathy 
towards Scottish football has slowly 
taken root, there is one tartan-clad fix¬ 
ture which continues to stand out: the 
always noisy, often disorderly, occa¬ 
sionally lawless and invariably tumul¬ 
tuous Old Firm derby, a game which 
epitomises the phrase ‘intense rivalry’. 

It wasn’t always like this. 

After the teams first met at Celtic 
Park in 1888 (Celtic won 5-2), the play¬ 
ers and officials enjoyed supper togeth¬ 
er followed by an evening of what was 
described as “the happiest character”. 

Indeed, so convivial were relations 
between Rangers and Celtic that they 
continued to 
hold post¬ 
match social 
evenings and 
would invite 
each other to 
watch English 
teams play at 
their respective 
grounds. 

It was not to 
last. 

For a variety 
of partly reli¬ 
gious, partly nationalistic reasons, sec¬ 
tarianism became - and remained - an 
ugly, bigoted feature of the Old Firm 
derby. 

A deeply partisan undercurrent is still 
evident on match day. 

In fact, the specific timing of the fix¬ 
ture about which Richard Wilson writes 
and bases this excellent football / social 
history - the New Year derby involving 
the pair - had been banned for a 
decade before it was re-introduced in 
2010. 



Wilson, a Glaswegian, captures the 
Old Firm matchday mood perfectly. 

Whereas some British derby games 
are renowned for their friendly nature, 
when Glasgow’s ‘big two’ meet, there’s 
little room for affability. 

Significantly then, Wilson sets the 
match in a wider, social context, 
explaining why there is so much ani¬ 
mosity between supporters. 

There have been several books writ¬ 
ten about the Old Firm, but Wilson uses 
the fixture to develop his theme and go 
beyond a single football match, exam¬ 
ining the integral role the game contin¬ 
ues to play in working class life. 

It makes for a fascinating, thought- 
provoking read - one which could res¬ 
urrect our interest in the Scottish game.

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Bridging gap between academies and grassroots... 



IT has already produced sever¬ 
al academy players and is giv¬ 
ing more young footballers the 
chance to maximise their tal¬ 
ent. 

The Elite Training Centre (ETC) 
was founded less than four years 
ago in order to “bridge the gap” 
between Football League/Premier 
League academies and grassroots 
football. 

It has grown from strength to 
strength, with weekly training 
venues well established in 
Southampton (Wide Lane), 
Wimborne, Chichester and 
Fareham. 

Earlier this week the ETC opened 
its latest centre at Southampton 
Solent University’s state-of-the-art 
Test Park Sports Ground. 

Darren Waterman, Andy Rowles 
and Dave Eldridge, all UEFA A and 
B Licence coaches with a PE teach¬ 
ing background, founded ETC in 
2008. 

Since then, 38 youngsters have 
been snapped up by academies and 
schools of excellence along the 
south coast at Saints, AFC 
Bournemouth, Brighton and 
Pompey. 

But so far the ETC’s star graduate

is 16-year-old John Swift, who was 
playing Tyro League football for 
Pace Panthers not so long ago. 

He was released from 
Pompey’s academy as a 
Under-11 and was also 
shown the door by 
Chelsea. 

But, following 
coaching from the 
ETC, he attracted 
interest from sev¬ 
eral clubs, includ¬ 
ing Saints - and is 
now back with 
Chelsea as a star of 
their youth team.

“Having been released by two 
professional clubs I thought my 
chance had gone,” said Swift, 
who was at Test Park this 
week to help launch the 
ETC’s latest venture.

“Darren, Dave and Andy 
worked really hard with me 
on my technical skills as well 
as giving me a better under¬ 
standing of my positional play 
which academies expect. 

“They also helped me with my 
confidence which had been 
severely knocked and when I 
was approached by profes- 
* sional clubs a year later 

I was more than 
ready to go back in. 
\ “They were 
instrumental in 
the important part 
of my final devel¬ 
opment to prepare 


me for the professional game. I will 
be ever grateful to the lads for their 
invaluable help. 

“I’d recommend any young player 
who, like me, has a dream to play 
professional football, to go to their 
centres and develop their skills to a 
very high level.” 

Coventry City striker Lukas 
Jutkiewicz, who grew up in 
Southampton, also credits the ETC 
coaches for their role in his devel¬ 
opment. 

The ETC focuses on the coaching 
of 8-13 year-olds and has sessions 
for outfield players on four nights 
during the week at Test Park 
(Mondays 5.30pm-7pm) Boundary 
Oak Prep School, Fareham 
(Tuesdays 5.30pm -7pm), University 
of Chichester (Thursdays 5.30pm- 
7pm,) and Queen Elizabeth II 
Leisure Centre, Wimborne (Fridays 
6.30pm- 8pm). 

It also caters for many goalkeep¬ 
ers under the tutelage of former 
Saints and Wales star Paul Jones at 
their original Wide Lane venue on 
Saturday mornings (9am-12pm).

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Mixed fortunes for the South’s speedway dubs Bournemouth 


THE co-promoter of the Wightlink 
Islanders speedway team has insist¬ 
ed he will not bankrupt the club by 
bowing to riders’ “excessive” pay 
demands. 

The Isle of Wight-based side 
endured a disappointing 2011 sea¬ 
son, finishing second-from-bottom 
in the British National League. 

The team’s bosses have promised 
to lead a turn around in fortunes 
this year. 


But co-promoter Chris Hunt 
warned they will not put the club’s 
financial future at risk. 

“We know that we must do better 
this year after a season full of 
injuries and bad luck, which result¬ 
ed in a poor showing for us,” he said. 

“Sometimes some of the riders 
seemed to be riding within their 
comfort zone but this year we need 
them to be ready and hungry from 
the off. 


“A winning team is hugely impor¬ 
tant to the Island, especially with us 
being a standalone club. 

“Some riders that have been phon¬ 
ing us for team places have ridicu¬ 
lous pay demands. 

“We won’t break the bank for a 
team that’s going to score 60 points, 
or the Islanders as a club won’t sur¬ 
vive. 

“I know that it’s an expensive busi¬ 
ness for riders in this league, paying

business 

BUSINESSMAN Dave 
Locke has revealed 
that his new-found 
love of the shale sport 
led to Coastal 
Aluminium agreeing 
the biggest sponsor¬ 
ship deal in Poole 
Speedway’s history.

“We like to think we 
are the leaders in our 
field and Poole Pirates 
are certainly the lead¬ 
ers in the speedway 
field.” 

Coastal Aluminium 
director Graham 
Edgson added: “With 
Poole Speedway 
going into Europe this 
year, that is extra cov¬ 
erage and extra pro¬ 
file. 

“Although Coastal is 
Poole-based and a 
Poole brand, we have 
got a national dealer 
network, from Jersey 
up to Scotland. 

“This will give us 
national coverage to 
promote the Poole 
and Coastal 
Aluminium brand.” 
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for equipment et cetera, but some of 
the pay demands are excessive and 
it’s a league that we just can’t have 
crazy pay demands in. 

“It has to be said that we won’t 
bankrupt the club with excessive 
pay demands and lose the speed¬ 
way.

MATT Ford is hoping to charter 
flights from Bournemouth to take 
Poole Pirates fans to the club’s 
eagerly-awaited European speed¬ 
way fixtures. 

Poole are scheduled to compete 
in the inaugural European 
Championship competition next 
season. 

Ford wants to ensure plenty of 
supporters follow Pirates for their 
away meetings against Holstebro 
(Denmark) and Piraterna (Sweden). 

He said: “One of the things we’re 
looking at is possibly taking a plane 
packed with Pirates fans over to 
Denmark and then, maybe, to 
Sweden when we go there for the 
return leg. 

“If we can charter one and take it 
from Bournemouth, then that would 
be wonderful. 

“If not and the worst comes to the 
worst, I’m sure many of us can 
travel to the usual airports and go 
from London.” 

European Championship fixtures: 

May 7 Piraterna (h), May 9 
Holstebro (a), June 4 Holstebro (h), 
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MATT Ford secured the most 
lucrative sponsorship package in 
Poole Pirates’ history and then 
insisted: This deal can keep us on 
top. 

The reigning Elite League and 
Knockout Cup champions will now be 
officially known as the Poole Coastal 
Aluminium Pirates after signing a 
three-year contract with the Holton 
Heath-based company. 

Wimborne Road promoter Ford pre¬ 
dicted that the six-figure deal - which 
he revealed was worth more than 
£200,000 - was the biggest of its kind in 
British speedway. 

Less than six weeks after an appeal 
for new backers was published in the 
Bournemouth Echo, Ford, pictured 
centre, finalised terms with Coastal 
Aluminium managing director Dave 


Locke, right, and director Graham 
Edgson, left, to take over from outgo¬ 
ing major sponsor Castle Cover. 

Ford confirmed the funding would 
allow Pirates to continue their on- 
track success. 

He said: “We have been lucky 
enough since I took over the club 
along with Mike Golding, going back 
to 1999, that we have always had a 
main sponsor with very prestigious 
companies like Castle Cover and Rias. 

“Now, being able to bring in one of 
the leading local companies, Coastal 
Aluminium, is a tremendous thing for 
the club. It means we can still dip our 
toe in the transfer market and it keeps 
the club on an even keel, which is 
almost impossible in any professional 
sport. 

“The contract secures speedway in 
the town. I have always made it abun¬ 
dantly clear that the club only sur¬ 


vives because of the people that sup¬ 
port it in respect of sponsors and, of 
course, the fans.” 

Ford added: “You will see in the next 
couple of years that we can use these 
monies to make sure the club stays at 
the point it has been for the past 10 
years - in signing decent new, young 
talent. 

“I would like to dip into the transfer 
market at least once this coming sea¬ 
son. And we want to keep the club 
exactly where it has been. 

“This contract is the best contract 
the club has had. It is a substantial six- 
figure deal - it doesn’t start with a 
one.” 

Pirates will also benefit from addi¬ 
tional rewards if anyone places orders 
via the club for Coastal Aluminium’s 
range of domestic or commercial win¬ 
dows, doors and conservatories. 



Portsmouth 
track has gone 
to the dogs 

EVERY dog has its day and 
Hampshire’s last greyhound track 
is vanishing fast. 

More than 80 years after it 
opened in 1931, the Portsmouth 
Greyhound Stadium - between the 
old nautical scrapyard beside the 
M275 and the modern Mountbatten 
Centre sports complex - is being 
flattened, writes Glynn Williams. 

Now there are just memories of 
race greats like legendary trainer 
George Curtis who started his 
career there in the 1930s as a tote 
runner before becoming a trainer in 
1944 and showcasing canine 
greats like Ballyregan Bob and 
Yankee Express in a seven decade 
career. 

Once the stadium, with 1,200 
capacity in the stands and three 
bars, held racing on Tuesday, 
Fridays and Saturdays, with a 
dozen or so races a night, but that 
action ended in March 2010. 

In fact the ground had been 
bought by the South East England 
Development Agency (SEEDA) in 
2008 and leased back for the 
Tipner Regeneration Project now 
overseen by the Homes and 
Communities Agency to transform 
the city gateway with more than 
500 new homes and a new motor¬ 
way junction.

Southgate lauds 
Marry’England 






GARETH Southgate feels former 
Saints boss Harry Redknapp contin¬ 
ues to make himself a “strong con¬ 
tender” to be the next national team 
manager - but maintains more work 
needs to be done to develop home¬ 
grown elite coaches. 

Redknapp has overseen Spurs’ rise 
up the Barclays Premier League, with 
Wednesday’s 2-0 home win over 
Everton moving the north-London 
club level with Manchester United and 
just three points behind leaders 
Manchester City, whom they take on 
at the Etihad Stadium on January 22. 

Current manager Fabio Capello is set 
to stand down after the European 
Championships this summer, and 
Football Association chairman David 
Bernstein has confirmed there is a 
“desire” for the Italian’s successor 
being English - although there have 
been no cast-iron guarantees on the 
issue. 

Ex-England defender Southgate last 
year took up a part-time role with the 
FA as head of elite devel¬ 
opment to work along¬ 
side Sir Trevor 
Brooking, the director 
of technical develop¬ 
ment. 

And the 41-year-old 
former Middlesbrough 
manager believes an 
improved network of top 
English coaches, not just 
the likes of Redknapp, has 
to be a prerequisite for the 
future. 

“Long-term, clearly for everybody it 
is preferable to have an English man¬ 
ager in charge of England, to support 
all of the coaching structure and give 
people a pathway through,” Southgate 
admitted. 

“It would be ridiculous to say Harry 
must not be a strong contender with 
what Tottenham are doing, but there 
has genuinely been no conversations 
about it, and the [FA] chairman [David 
Bernstein] has said he will make a 
decision after the tournament. 

“What we have to do at the FA is help 
play our part with the coaching badges 
to get as many English coaches and 
managers qualified as high as we can. 

“If you turn around and say the next 
England manager and then the one 
after that has to be English, well there

is only Harry, Alan Pardew [at 
Newcastle] and [West Brom man¬ 
ager] Roy Hodgson who are work¬ 
ing in the Premier League. 

“All three of those, in different 
ways, have excellent credentials for 
what they have done. 

“But we need a bigger pool of people 
in those positions of power.” 

There might be a couple more 
English-born managers in the 
Premiership next season if Nigel 
Adkins and Sam Allardyce take Saints 
and West Ham up respectively. 

At present there are SEVEN 
Scottish-born managers in the top 
flight - Sir Alex Ferguson, Kenny 
Dalglish, Paul Lambert, David Moyes, 
Alex McLeish, Owen Coyle and Steve 
Kean. 

Southgate (inset, below) - who won 
57 international caps - believes the 
long-overdue National Football Centre 
at St George’s Park, Burton-on-Trent, 
which is set to finally open in the sum¬ 
mer will help become a “hub” for the 
next generation of managers. 

“As well as being a home for the 
England teams, it will be coaching 
education and development, which is 
an important role because we have 
never had a home for coaching,” said 
Southgate, who had a spell in charge 
of Boro from 2006 to 2009, but was 
eventually sacked following rel¬ 
egation from the Premier 
League. 

“As much as anything, 
the interaction between 
people on courses is as 
important as what is 
being taught. 

“If you have got courses 
where you might have 
junior international 

V teams there, or the League 
Managers' Association 
based there, you are going to 
get senior managers passing 
through as well. 

“It will be a real hub of learning and 
a great environment for people to go 
to.” 

Southgate also accepts the dynamics 
of grass-roots football is “changing”, 
with a rapid increase in the number of 
people playing five-a-side at a nation¬ 
wide network of purpose built com¬ 
plexes rather than the traditional 11-a- 
side format on a Sunday morning. 

The Sports Pink last week reported 
that although the amount of 11-a-side 
adult and junior teams had dropped in 
recent years, the same cannot be said 
for the small-sided game.

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Redknapp 
right to 
aim high 

WITH each week that passes there is growing 
conviction in the tone and demeanour of Harry 
Redknapp that Tottenham could soon be 
depositing their first league title for more than 
half a century in the trophy cabinet at White Hart 
lane. 

Of course, with almost half of the season still to 
negotiate and Manchester City leading by three 
points and Manchester United a notch above on 
goal difference, former Saints boss Redknapp is 
too savvy to get carried away with overly bullish 
predictions, writes FRANK MALLEY. 

But as win after win stacks up the question 
keeps coming: Can Tottenham win the Premier 
League? 

Redknapp answers it as honestly as he can. 

“It’s not impossible for us to win the league,” 
he said after the latest victory against Everton. 
“We have a chance. The players believe we have 
a good chance.” 

So do I. So do an increasing number of fans 
with no allegiance to Tottenham other than that 
they recognise what Redknapp has achieved at 
White Hart Lane so far is good for football. 

For a start, if it wasn’t for Tottenham we would 
now be looking at a two-horse title race centred 
on parochial tribal rivalry in Manchester, a rivalry 
which has been rekindled by team building to the 
tune of £350m by one of the world’s richest men 
in Sheikh Mansour. 

No one’s saying Redknapp has not had cash to 
spend either, but the Tottenham transformation 
appears to have been done with regard to a more 
traditional route, including recapturing the enter¬ 
taining ideals laid down in the club’s glory years 
of the 1960s. 

Not by throwing cash willy-nilly and buying 
players to keep them away from other clubs, 
which has appeared to be one strategy at the 
Etihad Stadium, but by sensible, intuitive pur¬ 
chases. 

Such as Rafael van der Vaart for £8m from 
Real Madrid, surely one of the bargains of the 
decade, and £5m Scott Parker, signed from 
Saints’ promotion rivals West Ham, who has 
given the midfield balance. 

Yet while Redknapp’s acumen in the transfer 
market is one of his undeniable talents, it is not 
the most significant detail which has taken 
Tottenham past Liverpool and Arsenal and 
Chelsea in the race for a Champions League 
spot. 

The most important asset at White Hart Lane is 
Redknapp’s ability to man-manage. 

It is his triumph in keeping the non-playing 
members of a big squad focused and ambitious 
and prepared to give everything for the cause 
when called upon infrequently. 

Yes, there have been rumblings of discontent 
from striker Roman Pavlyuchenko and Luka 
Modric’s head was turned in the summer by an 
offer from Chelsea which would have trebled his 
wages. 

But no one would accuse them of selling 
Redknapp short on the field. 

That is Redknapp’s skill and the one which 
makes him favourite to take over from England 
manager Fabio Capello when the European 
Championships are done this summer. 

Harmony and momentum. Those are the twin 
thrusts at the heart of a Tottenham surge which 
has seen just one defeat in their last 19 matches. 

It is the thrilling football at White Hart Lane, 
however, the sweeping runs of ex-Saint Gareth 
Bale and the guile of Modric, which is drawing 
comparison with Bill Nicholson’s side which 
became the first English club to win the League 
and FA Cup double in 1961 and the first to win a 
European trophy, the Cup Winners’ Cup in 1963. 

Could Redknapp emulate the legendary 
Nicholson? Could he deliver Tottenham’s first 
league trophy for 51 years? 

It is more than a dream. It is becoming distinct¬ 
ly possible as, with each press conference, 
Redknapp appears to echo the most famous 
quote of Nicholson. 

“It is better to fail aiming high than to succeed 
aiming low,” Nicholson said. 

Redknapp believes Tottenham can win the 
league all right. What’s more, it is becoming 
increasingly plain that he deserves to do so.

JAMES Lelliott is hoping his 
Winter Youth Olympic Games 
debut can be the first steps 
towards a glittering - and varied 
- international sporting career. 

Having represented GB at the 
European Youth Olympic 
Festival in Finland in 2009, 
Lelliott, 18, who is a member of 
Bournemouth AC and a former 
Forres Sandle Manor School 
(Fordingbridge) pupil, is no 
stranger to a national tracksuit. 

However, having taken to the 
track in the long jump in 
Tampere it will be a course of a 
different variety, and tempera¬ 
ture, in Austria next week. 

Having been picked out by a 
British Bobsleigh talent ID day 
Lelliott has spent the last 18 
months leading a double life as 
a brakeman cum long-jumper. 

His bobsleigh experiment will 
reach its head at the Youth 
Olympics in Austria next week 
but despite taking a break 
afterwards, Lelliott insists it 
won’t be goodbye for good. 

With the World Athletics 
Championships in Moscow in 
2013 his next major 
goal, Lelliott, right, 
will concentrate 
on sand not ice 
for now but is 
planning on 
making Russia 
his go-to desti¬ 
nation of the 
next few years 
by launching a 
Winter Olympic 
qualification tile in 
2014. 



“I am really looking forward to 
being out in Austria and experi¬ 
encing a Youth Olympic 
Games,” said Lelliott. 

“The bobsleigh still scares me 
to death every time but I love 
doing it and, while I want to 
have a break for a couple of 
years after next week, I want to 
come back to it. 

“The goal for me is to get 
back into the long-jump full 
time then and try to get to the 
World Championships in 2013. 

“Then after that I’d love to try 
and get into the Winter Olympic 
squad for Sochi in Russia in 
2014. That is the plan.” 

Lelliott will compete in 
Innsbruck as part of a 24-strong 
GB team that will go head-to- 
head with over 1,000 athletes 
from all over the world. 

The 18-year-old will link up 
with driver Oily Biddulph in the 
Austrian Tyrol and, despite the 
pair’s relative inexperience in 
the bobsleigh world, Lelliott is 
in confident mood. 

“It would be quite nice to win 
a medal and we think we can, 
we are confident,” he said.

ROYAL Yachting Association 
Olympic manager Stephen 
Park believes the new Ben 
Ainslie Racing (BAR) team will 
provide a huge boost for 
British sailing. 

Three-time Olympic gold medal¬ 
list Ainslie this week launched his 
own team in central London, with 
BAR set to compete in the 
2012/13 America’s Cup 
World Series after this 
year’s Games. 

BAR will be under¬ 
written by Oracle 
Racing, whom Ainslie 
will join for their 
defence of the 34th 
America’s Cup, but the 
Lymington-based sailor 
does not believe the busy 
schedule will take him off 
course for Olympic gold. 

Park agrees with 
Ainslie and thinks it 
could have a positive 
impact on performance, 
as well as provide a long-term ben¬ 
efit for British sailing. 

“There is of course a risk that [the 
commitments] could have a nega¬ 
tive impact,” Hampshire-based 
Park said. 

“From my perspective I think it 
will have a positive impact as it will 
allow him to have something else to 


focus his energies on. 

“That will keep him fresh for the 
times he does go Finn sailing. 
There is no sailing in AC45 cam¬ 
paign between now and the end of 
the Olympics so there is not a huge 
distraction in terms of time. 

“But, of course, there will be some 
organisational and management 
aspects, which will take some time. 
But I think for him to have some¬ 
thing to look forward to and 
spend a bit of time on is 
good. 

“The one thing about 
Ben is if he thinks it is 
going to impact his per¬ 
formance at the 
Olympic Games, he 
won’t do it because he 
has no interest in turn¬ 
ing up and not winning 
gold. 

“In the bigger picture, it 
is fantastic for British sailing 
to have a boat that 
STEPHEN PARK could well lead to a 
British-skippered 
America’s Cup challenge. 

“If that is where it ends up further 
down the line that will be fantastic. 

“For the mean time, it is just bril¬ 
liant to have one of our Olympic 
sailors in the America’s Cup, com¬ 
peting at the highest level, operat¬ 
ing and delivering top perfor¬ 
mances.”

HAMPSHIRE’S Rachelle Rogers is no 
stranger to the rigours of internation¬ 
al competition.

“I have represented Great Britain 
before as when you turn 15, which I 
did last year in June, you start com¬ 
peting at internationals. 

“But although I have done interna¬ 
tional competitions, I have never done 
anything at this level. It is a big step 
up for me. 

“Because I don’t really know what to 
expect, I am just going to Innsbruck 
looking to try my hardest and seeing 
what that brings. 

“If I go there and try and have fun 
and make the most of the experience 
then I am sure it will be a good compe¬ 
tition for me, whatever happens 
results wise.” 

Since this is Rogers’ first taste of an 
Olympic-style event, she heads to 


Austria with an open mind as she 
starts on the path which hopefully 
leads to a senior Games outing. 

And as she looks to take her first 
steps towards this ultimate goal, the 
Bordon-based youngster can’t help 
but let her mind wander. 

“This is hopefully jus the start for 
me in what will lead to a senior Winter 
Olympic Games,” she said. 

“So these early experiences will help 
me not be overwhelmed by things like 
the athletes’ village and the standard 
of competition. 

“For our sport you don’t really hit 
your peak until you are in your early 
20s so, until then, it is all about gain¬ 
ing experience.”

Danson ready 
for big time 


GREAT BRITAIN forward 
Alex Danson has been an 
international player for more 
than a decade, but it is only 
now she feels ready to 
properly compete with the 
world’s best. 

Her confidence comes from 
a variety of sources: 
experience, success, changes 
in the hockey framework and 
Lottery funding. 

But most importantly, she 
has the self-belief gained 
from becoming a key 
component for both GB and 
England that tells her that 
this is her time. 

In December, the 26-year- 
old, below, was named in the 
International Hockey 
Federation’s All-Star team for 
2011 along with Reading 
club-mate and Helen 
Richardson. 

It is a far cry from the 
nervous youngster who was 
“completely useless” at her 
first England trial. 

Danson admits she never 
foresaw the progress which 
took her to the Beijing 
Olympics and should get her 
to the London Games this 
summer. 

“I always loved sport and 
being active, but I don’t think 
I ever really thought it would 
happen,” said the 
Southampton-born former 
Trojans and Slough player, 
who first picked up a stick at 
seven. 

“I remember the first 
time I played for my 
county and thought it 
was brilliant. 

“I saw a girl in 
a green South (of 
England) jacket 
and I thought 
‘She is my hero’. 

“Then I 
played for the 
South and got 
invited to an 
England trial 
and I could not 
have been more 
nervous or more 
rubbish because 
I was 

completely 
useless. 

“But 

every time 
you get a 
sniff at the 
next level 
it was like 
you wanted 
the whole thing. 

So, even though 
I’d been fortunate 
to go to the 2002 



World Cup, when I was 
selected in 20061 remember 
thinking I was really lucky to 
go a second time. 

“At that point that was the 
first time I had ever thought 
of an Olympics. 

“From there I remember 
thinking that would be 
incredible, but I never 
expected it to happen - so to 
go was the biggest honour 
and the most incredible two 
weeks of my life.” 

It is a measure of Danson’s 
progress that her record for 
Great Britain - who play less 
frequently because of the 
complications of home nation 
programmes - is better than 
that for England. 

In 39 matches for GB, 
which includes the Olympics 
and qualifiers, she has scored 
15 goals; for England is it 29 
in 123. 

“There are two sides to 
scoring goals; one is that 
absolute grit that whatever 
happens the ball is going in 
the back of the net,” she 
added. 

“The other is fundamental 
clever tactical play because 
teams are so good at clogging 
up the circle. 

“The standard at 
international level is so 
high because you are playing 
against the best defenders in 
the world that it is a 
slow process. 

“We have the 
luxury of video 
analysis where 
you can go and 
see why 
something 
didn’t go for 
you and that 
comes with 
time, age and 
experience 
- which luckily 
I have on my 
side. 

“Hopefully, 
using that will 
hugely help me in 
that area in the 
next few months. 

“In this full-time 
set-up, thanks to 
Lottery funding, 
we have done lots 
of work, but we 
know we will 
have a good 
deal more to 
do.”

Pm CONDITIONS, 
SAYS TREMLETT 


ENGLAND are confident they can con¬ 
tinue to adapt their pace-bowling 
skills to the demands of the Middle 
East. 

Chris Tremlett, who took four wickets in 
the 100-run win over a Pakistan Cricket 
Board XI in the three-day warm-up fixture 
which concluded at the GCA ground on 
Friday, has no doubts that he and others 
can transfer their Test match wicket-taking 
ability to the United Arab Emirates. 

Former Hampshire seamer Tremlett has 
proved especially effective for England on 
bouncy pitches over the past 13 months, 
notably in Perth against Australia and on 
his former home ground at the Rose Bowl 
against Sri Lanka. 

But the 6ft 7in seamer does not believe the 
slow and unresponsive pitches of Dubai and 
Abu Dhabi, in three Tests against Pakistan 
this month and next, will be too much for 
him. 

Tremlett expects skills such as reverse¬ 
swing and slower balls to serve him and his 
team-mates well. 

“It’s pretty much what we expected,” he 
said. 

“There isn’t going to be too much bounce, 
like there was in England. 

“It’s pretty hard work, but it’s about 
adapting to those skills - reverse-swing, 
which we practise in the nets. We did it well 
in this match.” 

Alastair Cook and Jonathan Trott top- 
scored in each innings, and Monty Panesar 
finished with a match haul of eight for 103 in 
his first England appearance since last win¬ 
ter’s pre-Ashes tour match in Hobart. 

Tremlett too, whose recovery from an eye 
infection has been slow but did not hamper 
his bowling here, has been out of action for 
his country - since a back injury interrupt¬ 
ed his Test summer last July. 

He added: “These wickets are lower and 
slower. 

“In England there is bounce and carry, 
and the ball probably does swing more con¬ 
sistently. 

“But even though they are slow, they’re 
quite skiddy - so you can probably bowl more 
back-of-a-length than you think you can. 

“It’s tough for all the guys. It’s not what 
we’re used to at home. 

“But we’ve shown in this game we’ve 
adapted quite quickly.”

GRAEME Swann is ready to bowl 
the marathon match-winning 
spells England may need from 
him if they are to get the better 
of Pakistan in the United Arab 
Emirates. 

Swann mustered only two 
wickets, to his spin partner 
Monty Panesar’s eight, in 
England’s final warm-up victory 
over a Pakistan Cricket Board 
XI. 

But this morning he reported 
himself “100 per cent” fit after 
the scan on a sore thigh which 
had cleared him to play in 
England’s 100-run success 
against the PCB. 

Swann has bowled 70 overs on 
this 12-day-old tour already, and 
is expecting many more in three 
Tests against Pakistan - with 
four one-day internationals and 
three Twenty20s to follow. 

“The ball does spin - especially 
on a six-day old pitch yesterday,” 
he said. 

“I should be getting a lot of 
work out here. It’s obviously 
hot, and the seamers can’t do 
the job they do in England - 
because it’s just not the same 
conditions. 

“I’m looking forward to doing 
a lot of bowling and, I hope, 
winning the games for 
England.” 

Swann is also encouraged that 
England stuck to their intention 
in their warm-up programme by 
putting the chance of victory 
ahead of the possibility of extra 
time in the middle for all bats¬ 
men. 

That meant that yesterday they 
duly declared in time to take all 
ten PCB wickets in two sessions, 
and chalk up a second succes¬ 
sive win. 

“It would have been very easy 
to treat that as batting practice 
and let some of the guys get 
some time in the middle. 

“But the whole remit of the 
team is to be ruthless and win 
every game we can. 

“We were very happy that we 
managed to do that.” 

As for his minor injury niggle, 
he added: “I was a bit nervous 
going into the last warm-up 
game, because my thigh felt like 
a 32-year-old’s rather than a 22- 
year-old’s. 

“But it managed to get through 
and felt great by the end of the 
game. So touch wood I’ll be 100 
per cent fit for the first Test.”
